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INTEODUCTION. 


In  comj^li'ii^cc  with  the  request,  "  Lord  teach  us 
to  pray,"  the  Saviour  gave  to  His  disciples  that 
form  of  prayer  wliicli  is  usuallj^  called  the  Lord's 
Prayer.  It  is  not,  however,  to  be  supposed  that  thiM-c 
is  no  other  form  in  which  acceptable  prayer  may  be 
offered.  The  prayers  of  Moses  and  David,  of  thr 
martyr  Stephen  and  the  apostle  Paul,  expressed  in 
other  words,  were  heard  and  answered.  We  are  thus 
led  to  the  conclusion  that  in  presenting  our  desires  to 
God  w-e  need  not  confine  ourselves  to  any  particular 
form.  In  books  of  devotion,  written  by  wise  and 
good  men,  we  find  excellent  models  of  prayer,  but  it 
is  in  the  Scriptures  that  the  best  models  are  found. 
There  is  a  peculiar  richness,  which  is  relished  by  the 
spiritually -minded,  in  those  prayers  in  which  the 
words  of  Scripture  are  fittingly  introduced.  These 
are  like  textures  in  which  threads  of  gold  are  inter- 
woven with  silver. 

Proceefling  on  this  view,  the  compiler  of  this 
little  volume  has  collected,  indicated  and  arranged 
numerous  texts  of  Scripture  in  which  the  different 
subjects  of  prayer  are  expressed  ;  and  which,  at  the

Hovv- 
buit  this  kind  {^foeth  not  out  but  by  prayer  and 
fasting.

At  tiiat  time  Jesus  answered  and  said  I  thank 
Thee,  0  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  be- 
cause Thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  thctn  unto  babes. 
Even  so.  Father,  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  Thy 
sight.     Cf.  Luke  10  :  21. 

And  He  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down 
on  the  grass,  and  took  the  five  loaves  and  the 
two  fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven  He  blessed, 
and  brake.  Cf.  Mark  G  :  41  ;  Luke  9  :  IG;  John  G  : 
11-23. 

And  when  He  had  sent  the  multitude  away,  He 
went  tip  iiito  a  mountain  apart  to  pray  ;  and  when 
the  evening  was  come.  He  was  there  alone. 
Cf.  Mark  G  :  46. 

And  He  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  the  fishes, 
and  gave  thanks.     Cf.  Mark  8  :  G,  7. 

Then  were  brought  unto  Him  little  children, 
that  He  should  put  His  hands  on  tJion  and  pray. 
Cf.  Mark  10 :  13.  And  He  took  them  up  in  His  arms, 
put  His  hands  upon  thcin,  and  blessed  thenif  ilso 
Luke  18  :  15. 


And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  l)rake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  "^ 
and  said,  Take  eat,  this  is  My  body.  And  He  took 
the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them, 
saying,  Drink  ye  all  of  it.  Cf.  Mark  14  :  22,  23 ; 
Luke  22:  17-19. 

Then   conieth   Jesus    with   them   unto   a   place  26 
called  Gethseinane,  and  saith   unto   the  disciples, 
Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.— And  He 
went   a  little    farther,  and    fell  on    His  face,  and 
frayed,  sayuig,   O   my  Father,  if  it  be  possible  let 
this  cup  pass  from  Me ;  nevertheless  not  as  I  will, 
but    as   Them   wilt. — He   went   away    again    the 
second  time,  and  prayed,  saying,  O  my  Father,  if 
this  cup    may  not  pass  away  from   me  except  I 
drink  it,  Tliy  will  be  done.      And   He  came  and 
found  thoiii    asleep    again,    for  their     eyes   were 
heavy.     And  He  left  them,  and  went  away  again, 
and    prayed     the     third  time,    saying    the    same 
words.        Cf.    Luke  22 :  39-46.       And    He    came 
out,   and  went,  as    He  was    wont,    to   the   Mount 
of    Olives.       And  there  appeared    an   angel    unto 
Him  from  Heaven,  strengthening  Him.     And  bein^ 
in  an  agony,  He  prayed  more  earnestly.     Cf.  Heb.  5  : 
7:  Who  in  the  days  of  His   flesh  when  He  had 
offered  up  prayers  and  supplications    with  strong 
crying  and  tears  unto  Him  that  was  able  to  save 
Him  from  death,  and  was  heard  in  that  He  feared. 
For  answer  to  this  prayer,  cf  Luke  22  :  43  with 
John  18:   11. 

Thinkest  thou  not  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  26: 
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My  Father,  and  He  shall  presently  give  Me  more 
than  twelve  legions  of  angels  ?  But  how  then 
shall  the  Scripture  be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be  ? 

But  ab(;ut  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  zvith  a 
loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani  ? 
that  is  to  say,  ]\[y  God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou 
forsaken  Me  ?     Cf.  Mark  15  :  34. 

And  in  the  morning,  rising  up  a  great  whilr 
b(.'furci  day,  He  wont  out  and  departed  into  d 
solitary  place,  and  there  prayed.

And  He  took  him  (the  deaf  man)  aside  from  the 
multitude,  i\\\({  looking  up  to  heavcji,  He  sighed,  and 
saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be  opened. 
Ltik(3:2l.  Now  wlieu  all  the  people  were  Itaptized,  it  came

with  leprosy.     And  Moses  cned  unto  the  Lord,  say- 
iiiiX,  Heal  her  now,  O  God,  I  hesooch  Thee. 

The  people  nmrniur  at  the  report  of  the  spies, 
God  threatens  to  destroy  them.  Moses  intercedes  for 
them,  "Pardon — -the  iniquities."  And  the  Lord  said, 
1  have  pardoned  aecordinf,'  to  thy  word. 

The  prayer  of  Moses  and  Aaron  for  the  congre- 
^ration  when  God  threatened  to  destroy  the  people 
for  joining  in  the  rebellion  of  Korali,  Dathan  and 
Abiram.  And  t/iey /dl  upon  tJicir  faces  and  said, 
O  God,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  shall  one 
man  sin,  and  wilt  Thou  be  wroth  with  all  the  con- 
gregation ? 
itj:  -11-48.  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Get 
you  up  from  among  this  congregation,  that  I  may 
consume  them  as  in  a  moment.  And  they  fell  upon 
their  faces.  And  Moses  said  unto  Aaron,  Take  a 
censer,  and  put  fire  therein  from  off  the  altar,  and 
put  on  incense,  and  go  quickly  unto  the  congrega- 
tion, and  make  an  atonement  for  them ;  for  there 
is  wrath  gone  out  from  the  Lord  ;  the  plague  is 
begun.  And  lie  stood  betzveen  the  dead  and  the 
livijig,  and  the  plague  was  stayed. 

The  soul  of  the  people  was  much  discouraged  be- 
cause of  the  way.  And  the  people  spake  against 
God,  and  against  Moses.  .  .  And  the  Lord  sent 
tiery  serpents  among  the  people,  and  they  bit  the 
people  ;  and  much  people  of  Israel  died.  Therefore 
the  people  came  to  Moses,  and  said,  We  have 
sinned,  for  we  liave  spoken  against  tlie  Lord,  and 
against   thee;  pray  unto  the  Lord,  that  He   take 


n  :  4-9. 
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away  the  serpents  from  us.     And  Moma  prtii/cdfor 

the  people. 

They  are  healed  1)y   looking   at  the  serpc^nt  of 

brass.     Cf.  Jer.  15  :  1. 

And  I  fell  down  before  the  Lord,  as  at  the  first,  ^ 
fortif  days  andfortif  nifjhts  ;  I  did  neither  cat  bread, 
nor  drink  water,  because  of  all  your  sins  which  ye 
sinned,  in  doing  wickedly  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
to  provoke  Him  to  anger.  For  I  was  afraid  of  the 
anger  and  hot  displeasure,  wlierewith  the  Lord  was 
wroth  against  you  to  destroy  you.  But  the  Lord 
hearkened  unto  me  at  that  time  also.  Cf  Ex.  84  : 
9-28;  ver.  25-29;  ch.  10;  10;  Ex.  82:  81,82. 

And  tlie   Lord  was    very  angry  with  Aaron   to  9 :  jo. 
have   destroyed  him  ;  and  I  prayed  for  Aaron  also 
the  same  time. 

Samuel's  intercession  for   the   people.     1st.  For  „ '[  ^•'''" 
forcriveness.     2nd.  For  deliverance  from  the  Pliilis- 
tines.     "  Samuel  cried  unto  the  Lord  for  Israel,  and 
the  Lord  heard  him."     Cf.  Jer.  15  :  1. 

And  all  the  people  said  unto  Samuel,  Pray  for  12 
thy  servants  unto  the  Lord  that  we  die  not ; — and 
Samuel  said,  Moreover  as  for  me,  God  forbid  that 
I  should  sin  against  the  Lord  in  ceasing  to  pray 
for  you. 

And  David  spake  unto  the  Lord,  when  he  saw  2  Sair 
the  angel  that  smote  the  people,  and  said,  Lo,  I  have 
sinned,  and  I  have  done  wickedly ;  hut  these  sheep 
what  have  they  donel  Let  Thine  hand,  I  pray 
Thee,  be  against  me,  and  against  my  father's  house 
Cf.  1  Chr.  21:  17. 
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And  David  built  thoro  an  altar  unto  tlic  Lord, 
and  offered  burnt  otfbrinf,^s  and  peace  offerings. 
So  the  Lord  ii  an  iiitreatcd  for  tJia  land,  and  the 
pla<Tfue  was  stayed  from  Israel. 

And  the  kinf^  (Jeroboam)  answered  and  said  unto 
the  man  of  God,  IntriuU  now  the  face  of  the  Lord 
till/  God,  and  j^rai/  frr  me,  that  my  hand  may  be 
restored  me  again.  And  ihe  man  of  God  Ixsonffht 
the  Ljord,  and  tlui  king's  hand  was  restored  him 
again,  and  became  as  it  was  before. 

For  a  multitude  of  the  people  had  not  cleansed 
themselves,  yet  did  they  eat  the  passovcr  otherwise 
than  it  was  written.  But  Jlezeldah  ])rai/ed  for 
them,  saying,  The  gootl  Lord  pardon  every  one  that 
preparetii  his  heart  to  seek  God,  tlie  Lord  God  of 
his  fatliers,  though  he  be  not  cleansed  according  to 
the  purification  of  the  sanctuary.  And  the  Lord 
'learkened  to  Hezekiali,  and  healed  the  people. 

Darius  desires  the  Jews  to  "  prajj  for  the  life  of 
the  king,  and  of  his  sons." 

Nehemiah's  prayer  for  the  children  of  Israel  : 
Let  Thine  ear  now  be  attentive,  and  Thine  eyes 
open,  that  Thou  mayest  hear  the  prayer  of  Thy 
servant,  which  I  pray  before  Thee  now,  dai/  and  night, 
for  tJie  cJiildren  of  Israel  Thij  servants^ 

Go,  gather  together  all  the  Jews  that  are  present 
in  Shushan,  and  fast  ye  for  me  : — I  also  and  my 
maidens  will  fast  likewise  :  and  so  will  I  go  in  unto 
the  king. 

Job's  intercession  for  his  children.  Thus  did 
Job  all  tJie  days  (mar.),  day  by  day. 
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Jobs  intercession  for  his  friends.  "  Afy  .<?^'r/vn/f 
Job  sJnill  pnii/ for  lion,  for  him  will  I  accept."  The 
Lord  also  accepted  Job.  Notice  also  the  personal 
blessing  given  to  Job,  when  he  prayed  for  his 
fj'iends. 

David's  prayer  for  Solomon,  (15)  Prayer  also 
shall  he  made  for  him  continiadhi. 

Therefore  He  said  that  lie  would  destroy  them, 
had  not  Moses,  His  chosen,  stood  before  Ilim  in 
the  breach  to  turn  away  His  wrath,  lest  He  should 
destroy  them, 

Jeremiah  forbidden  to  pray  for  the  Jews.  "There- 
U)V(i  pray  not  thou  for  this  people,  neither  lift  up 
cry  nor  pray  for  them,  neither  make  intercession 
to  Me,  for  I  will  not  hear  thee."  Cf  ch.  11  :  14; 
ch.  14:  11;  also,  Ex.  'A2:  10;  God's  words  to  Moses, 
'  Let  Me  alone — that  I  may  consume  them."  Moses' 
persistence  ;  ver.  11-13  ;  answer,  ver.  13  :  The  Lord 
repented  of  the  evil  wdiich  He  had  thought  to  do 
unto  His  people.     Deut.  9:  14-19. 

A  prayer  of  Jeremiah  for  the  people  at  the  time 
of  the  grievous  famine.  Answer,  ver,  10-12  ;  Pray 
not  for  this  people.  Jeremiah's  continuance  in 
prayer,  ver.  19-22  ;  answer,  ch.  15  :  1.  Then  said 
the  Lord  unto  me,  Though  Moses  and  Samuel  stood 
before  Me,  yet  My  mind  could  not  be  toward  this 
people  :  cast  them  out  of  My  sight.  Study  the 
promises  given  to  Jeremiah  in  ch.  32  :  3G-44 ;  33  : 
G-26 ;  also,  ch.  51  :  5. 

Seek  the  peace  of  the  city  whither  I  have  caused 
you  to  be  carried  aw^ay  captives,  and  jrra?/  unto  tlie 
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Lord  for  it :  for  in  the  peace  thereof  shall  ye  have 
peace. 

Zedekiah  sends  to  Jeremiah,  saying:  "Pray 
now  unto  the  Lord  our  God  for  us."  Answer,  ver. 
6-10. 

Then  all  the  captains  of  the  forces,  and  Johanan, 
— and  all  the  people  from  the  least  even  unto  the 
greatest  came  near,  and  said  unto  Jeremiah  the 
prophet — Fray  for  us  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  even 
for  all  this  remnant,  .  .  that  the  Lord  thy  God 
may  shew  us  the  way  wherein  we  should  walk 
and  the  thing  that  wo  may  do.  Then  Jeremiah 
said  unto  them,  I  have  heard  you :  behold  /  zvill 
pr<(i/  unto  the  Lord  your  God  according  to  your 
words.  Answer,  ver.  7-22  :  And  it  came  to  pass 
after  ten  days,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  Jeremiah. 
Lnm.  Arise,  cry  out  in  the  night;  in  the  beginniiig  c. 
^  *  ^9*  the  watches  pour  out  thine  heart  like  water  before 
the  face  of  the  Lord :  lift  up  thy  iiands  toward 
Ilini  for  the  life  of  thy  young  children,  that  faint 
for  hunger. 

Jeremiah  intercedes  for  the  misery  of  the  people. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  while  they  were  slaying 
8.  them  (ver.  1-8)  and  I  was  left,  that  I  fell  upon  my 
face,  and  cried,  and  said:  A]i,  Lord  God !  wilt 
Than  destroy  all  the  residue  of  Israel  in  Th}'  pour- 
ing out  of  Thy  fury  upon  Jerusalem?  Ver.  9,  10  : 
God  cannot  be  intreated  for  them. 

Then  fell  I  upon  my  face,  and  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  and   said,  Ah,  Lord  God  ■   wilt  Thou  make  a 
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fall  end  of  the  remnant  of  Israel  ?  Answer,  ver.  IG- 
81.  God  shews  him  His  purpose  of  saving  a 
remnant  while  punishing  the  wicked. 

Daniel's  prayer  for  the  children  of  the  captivity, 
and  fo^'  the  restoration  of  Jerusalem.     Answer,  ver.     '  '  ' 

20. 

Let  the  priests,  the   ministers  of  the  Lord,  weep     ]m\

between  the  f>orch  and  the  altar,  and  let  them  say^ 
Spare  1  hy  people,  O  God,  and  give  not  Thy  heri- 
tage to  reproach,  that  the  heathen  should  rule  over 
them.  Wherefore  should  they  say  among  the 
people,  Wliere  Is  their  God  ?     Answer,  ver.  18-20. 

The  judgment  of  the  grasshoppers,  Amos'  prayer. 
'•  0  Lord  God,  forgive,  I  beseech  Thee :  hij  whom 
shall  Jacob  arise?  for  he  is  small.  Answer,  ver.  3. 
The  Lord  repi^nted  for  this  :  It  shall  not  be,  saith 
the  Lord. 

The  judgment  of  fire,  Amos  prays  again,  0  Lord  7 .,  i  -j. 
God,  cease,  I  beseech    Thee  :  by    zuliom  shall   Jacob 
arise  1  for  he  is  ..mall     Answer,  ver.

And  they  bring  unto  Him  one   that  was    deaf,  »  }\^^^ 
and  had  an    iiiif>f^diment  in  his  speech ;  and   tJiey 
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beseech  Ilim  to  put  His  hand  upon  him.     Answer, 
ver.  33-35. 

Our  Lord's  words  to  Peter — Simon,  Simon,  be- 
hold Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may 
sift  you  as  wlieat ;  hut  I  have  praijed  for  thee,  that 
thy  faith  fail  not. 

The  nobleman  of  Capernaum  pleads  for  his  son. 

Our  Saviour's  prayer  of  intercession  for  Hi?' 
apostles  and  followers. 

Stephen's  pi'ayer  for  his  enemies.  And  he  kneeled 
down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lord,  lay  not 
this  sin  to  tJieir  charrjc.  And  when  he  had  said 
this,  he  fell  asleep. 

Peter,  therefore,  was  kept  in  prison,  but  prayer 
ivas  made  icithoiit  ceasing  of  the  church  unto  God 
for  him.

The 
promise  given  him,  "  I  will  be  with  thy  mouth,  and 
teach  thee  what  thou  shalt  say."  Moses  still  hesi- 
tates, Aaron  is  given  him  as  spokesman. 

And  Moses  returned  unto  the  Lord,  and  said. 
Lord,  wherefore  hast  Thou  so  evil  entreated  this 
people  ?  Why  is  it  that  Thou  liast  sent  me  ?  for 
since  I  came  to  Pharaoh  to  speak  in  Thy  name,  he 
hath  done  evil  to  this  people,  neither  hath  he 
delivered  Thy  people  at  all.  Answer,  ch.  6  :  1-8  : 
God  reneweth  His  promise  by  His  name 
JEHOVAH. 

And  Moses  spake  before  the  Lord,  saying,  Behold, 
the  children  of  Israel  have  not  hearkened  unto  me : 
how  then  shall  Pharaoh  hear  me,  who  am  of  uncir- 
cumcised  lips  ?     Answer,  ver.  13. 

The  complaint  of  the  Israelites  when  they  saw 
the  Egyptians  following  them.  Moses  encourages 
them.     God's  instructions  to  go  forward. 

And  the  children  of  Israel  said  unto  them,  Would  i^j :  *^- 
to  God  ice  had  died  by  the  liand  of  the  Lord  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the  flesh-pots,  and 
when  we  did  eat  bread  to  the  full.  Answer,  ver.  4;  Cf 
ver.  8  :  the  Lord  hearoth  yourmurmurings  which  ye 
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murmur  (Iff ain si  Him;  and  what  arc  we?  yourmur- 
muriuffs  are  not  against  us,  but  against  the  Lord. 
Cf.  17:  2-3. 

And  t)ie  cliildrcn  of  Israel  also  wept  again,  and 
said.  Who  will  give  us  flesh  to  eat  ?  Cf.  ver.  1 8  : 
Ye  liave  wept  in  the  ears  of  the  Lord.  Answer,  ver. 
lcS-20  ;  also,  Psa.  106  :  15  :  And  He  gave  them  their 
request,  but  sent  leanness  into  tlieir  soul. 

And  Moses  said  unto  tlie  Lord,  Wherefore  hast 
Thou  afflicted  Thy  servant  ?  and  wherefore  have  I 
not  found  favour  in  Thy  sight,  that  Thou  layest  the 
burden  of  all  this  people  upon  me  ?  .  .  .  I  am  not  able 
to  bear  all  this  people  alone,  because  it  is  too  heavy 
for  me.  And  if  Thou  deal  thus  with  me,  kill  me, 
I  pray  Thee,  out  of  hand,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
Thy  sight  ;  and  let  me  not  see  my  wretchedness. 
Answer,  ver.  1(>.  God  divides  the  burden  with 
seventy  elders. 

And  Moses  said,  The  people  among  whom  I  am, 
are  six  hundred  thousand  footmen ;  and  Thou  hast 
said,  I  will  give  them  flesh,  that  they  may  eat  a 
whole  month.  Shall  the  flocks  and  the  herds  be 
slain  for  them,  to  suffice  them  ?  or  shall  all  the  fish 
of  the  sea  be  gathered  together  for  them,  to  suffice 
them  ?  Answer,  ver.  23.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  Is  the  Lord's  hand  waxed  short  ?  thou  shalt 
see  now  whether  My  word  shall  come  to  pass  unto 
thee  or  not. 

And  all  the  congregation  lifted  up  their  voice, 
and  cried  ;  and  the  people  wept  that  night.  And 
all  the  children  of  Israel   murmured  against  Moses 
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and  against  Aaron :  and  the  whole  cont^regation 
said  unto  them,  Would  God  we  had  died  in  the 
land  of  Efiypt.'  or  would  God  we  had  died  in  this 
wilderness  !  Answer,  ver.  20-28 ;  And  the  Lord 
spake  unto  Moses  and  unto  Aaron  sayinn^ :  I  liave 
lieard  the  murniurino^  of  the  children  of  Israel^ 
which  they  murmur  against  Me.  Say  unto  them, 
As  truly  as  I  live,  saitli  the  Lord,  as  ye  have  spouen 
in  Mine  ears,  so  will  I  do  to  you  :  your  carcases  shall 
fall  in  this  wilderness. 

The  children  of  Israel  murmur  at  Zin  for  want 
of  water.  The  people  chode  with  Moses,  and  spake, 
saying,  Would  God  we  had  died  when  our  brethren 
died  before  the  Lord. 

The  soul  of  the  people  was  much  discouraged  be-  21 
cause  of  the  way.     And  the  people  spake  against 
God,  and  against  Moses,  Wherefore  have  ye  brought 
us  up  out  of  Egypt  to  die  in  the  wilderness? — The 
plague  of  the  fiery  serpents,  the  remedy. 

Joshua's  complaint  wlien  the  Israelites  were 
smitten  at  Ai.  And  Joshua  said,  Alas,  O  Lord  God,  ' ' 
wherefore  hast  Thou  at  all  brought  this  people  over 
Jordan,  to  deliver  us  into  the  hands  of  the  Amorites 
to  destroy  us  ?  would  to  God  we  had  been  content, 
and  dwelt  on  the  other  side  Jordan  !  O  Lord, 
what  shall  I  say,  when  Israel  turnctli  their  backs 
before  their  enemies?  Answer,  ver.  11,  12.  And 
the  Lord  said  iinto  Joshua,  Get  thee  up  :  wherefore 
liest  thou  thus  upon  tliy  face  ?  Israel  hatli  sinned — 
therefore  the  children  of  Israel  could  not  stand  be- 
fore their  enemies. 
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And  Gideon  said  unto  him,  Oh  my  Lord,  if  the 
Lord  be  with  us,  ichy  then  is  all  this  hefalUn  us  ? 
and  where  he  all  His  miracles  which  our  fathers  told 
us  of,  sayinf]^,  Did  not  the  Lord  bring  us  up  from 
Egypt  ?  Ijut  now  tJie  Lord  hatJi  forsaken  us,  and  de- 
livered us  into  the  hands  of  the  Midianites.  Answer, 
ver.  14  :  And  the  Loivl  hooked  upon  him,  and  said, 
Go  in  this  thy  might,  and  thou  shalt  save  Israel 
from  the  hand  of  the  Midianites ;  have  not  I  sent 
thee  ? 

And  he  said  unto  Him,  Oh  my  Lord,  wherewith 
shall  I  save  Israel  ?  behold  my  family  is  poor  in 
Manasseh,  and  I  am  the  least  in  my  fatliei*'s  house? 
Answer,   ver,  16. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Surely  I  will  be 
with  thee. 

And  Elijah  cried  unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  O  Lord 
my  God,  Jtast  Thou  also  brought  evil  upon  the  widow 
with  whom  I  sojourn,  by  slaying  her  son  ?  An- 
swer, ver.  21,  22. 

Elijah's  complaint :  I  have  been  very  jealous  for 
the  Lord  God  of  hosts  ;  for  the  children  of  Israel 
have  forsaken  Thy  covenant,  thrown  down  Thine 
altars,  and  slain  Thy  prophets  with  the  sword  ;  and 
I,  even  I  only,  am  left ;  and  they  seek  my  life  to 
take  it  away.     Answer,  ver.  15-18. 

Job's  complaint  of  his  own  restlessness,  and  God's 
watchfulness. 

Job  complains-of  ■!>"  afflictions.  (Ver.  2.)  I  will 
say  unto  God,  Do  not  condemn  me  ;  shew  me  where- 
fore Thou  eontendest  with  me. 
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Job  entreats  God  to  shew  liinihisown  sinfulness,       Job

"And  Abel — brou<;^ht  of  the  firstlinijjs  of  his 
Hock — And  the  Lord  had  respect  unto  i\bel  and  to 
his  ofierinp^."  By  faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a 
more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain. 

And  Noali  builded  an  altar  unto  the  Lord — and 
8:  20,  21.  Qff^^i'Q,!  burnt  ofierin<ys  on  the  altar.     And  the  Lord 
smelled  a  sweet  savour.

PRAYER  AND  FASTING. 


No  mention  is  made  of  fasting  before  the  daj^s 
of  Moses.  The  only  fast  commanded  in  the  Leviti- 
cal  law  was  that  on  the  Day  of  Atonement.  Lev. 
23  :  27,  29.  After  this  fasting  was  more  frec^uent. 
Jer.  36  :  6  ;  Acts  27  :  9. 

Moses'  prayer  and  fast  because  of  the  sins  of  the 
people.

David's  prayer  and  fast  when  his  child  was  ill. 

Ahab's  fast  and  humiliation  before  God. 

The  fast  proclaimed  by  Jehoshaphat — Judah 
gatliered  themselves  together  to  ask  help  of  tlie 
Lord.
